Gov. ADAMS ON ECONOMY. 


Governor Adams’ first message to 
the Legislature contains the following 
paragraph: 

Called to this high position at a time 
when the revenues of the State are 
constantly diminishing and the popu- 
lation gradually decreasing; when the 
industries languish and prosperity is 
at a low ebb; when even the the most 
sanguine cannot take a hopeful view 
of the immediate future of our State, 
I am admonished that the most rigid 
econemy should be practiced in every 
department of our State Government, 
and to this end I will devote my best 
efforts. ~ 

In a paragraph immediately follow- 
ing the above streak of advice on 
economy the Governor says the Leg- 
islature, at its last seasion, reduced all 
the salaries of State officers, and that 
the officers in charge of the State in- 
stitutions and heads of the depart- 
ment, have exercised all the economy 
that can be reasonably expected from 
the present or future administration. 
The chief expense of the State govern- 
ment arises from the maintenance of 
the State institutions, to-wit: The 
State Prison, Orphans’ Home and In- 
sane Asylum. 

It is then to the county and muni- 
cipal governments we must look for 
the reduction of expenses and relief 
from the burden of taxation. 

The inference drawn is that Gover- 
nor Adams does not think it wise to 
further meddle with State affairs but 
scalp the county governments. There 
can be no doubt but what county af- 
fairs need “regulating.” The folly of 
maintaining fourteen s6parate and dis- 
tinct county governments to do the 
business for leas than 15,000 voters is 
absolutely absurd, and some action 
should be taken at once to lop off un- 
necessary expense, but we do not agfee 
with Governor Adams in his views on 
State expenses. We but echo the 
opinion of nearly every intelligent 
taxpayer in the State when we say 
that our present State expenses can be 
very materially reduced and still 
give us a good goverament. 

Our newly elected Governor has 
been drawing $3,600 per annum for 
his ex-officio services as Adjutant- 
General of the State and ex-officio 
State Librarian for several years, 
It is needless to say that the duties of 

either of the offices are at all 
complicated or require much time, 
and the last session of the Legislature 
enacted a law relieving the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor from thuse duties, which 
calls forth the following suggestion 
from Governor Adams: 


It will be necessary to assign the 
duties of the Adjutant General by law 
to some State officer, or authorize the 
appointment of such officer and pro- 
vide for his compensation.” 


It may be necessary to provide for 
an Adjutant General, but we think 
that that gold-epauletted official is an 
ornament that is more beautiful to 
look npon than useful, and that we 
can, if closely pressed, get along with- 
out him. If we must have one, how- 
ever, can’t some gentleman be found 
who would perform the duties of the 
office for the honor that is attached to 
it? Governor Adams neglects to put 
a value on theservices of an Adjutant 
General. He has acted as such for 
two terms and drawn a fat salary for 
doing the work (7) and should be a 
good judge of what itis worth. Does 
Go Adams think his salary was 
too much ! 


Advance sheets of Controller Hal- 
lock’s reports show the boot and shoe 
businegs at the prison lost $1,600 dar- 
ing the nine months ending Sept. 30, 
1882; the Controller also estimates 
that it cost the State $1 03 per capita 
per diem to feed, guard and clothe 
the convicts exclusive of their boots 
and shoes. The GazetTre will reserve 
farther comment until the Warden's 
report is submitted, which will un- 
doubtedly give a full and state 
ment of the cost of maintaining every 
branch of the prison. We incline to 
the opinion that the Controller's esti- 
mate on the cost of keepiog the prison- 
ers is extravagant.

EASTERN DISPATCHES. 


A Belief that the Bodies of Lieu- 
tenant Chipp’s Party Have Not 
Been Found. 

Wasurnoton, Jan. 8. 


George Kennan of this city, who has 
traveled extensively in Siberia and 
who is perhaps the best authority in 
this country upon the geography of 
Arctic Asia, speaking of the state- 
ment telegraphed from Boston that 
the bodies of the crew of the Jean- 
nette’s second cutter had been found 
by an American artist in the Gulf 
of Khatanga, a long, narrow arm of 
the Arctic ocean south and east of 
Taimur peninsula, says the story 
strikes him asa very clumsy invention. 
Kennan adds: The mouth of the 
Gulf of Khatauga is more than 300 
miles in an air line and more than 
500 following the coast from the place 
where the boats separated. Lieutenant 


Chipp knew very well that Captain 
DeLong intended to land at the mouth 
of the Lena, and it can hardly be sup- 
posed he would deliberately and pur- 
posely go 300 or 400 miles further 
westward and land on the edge of the 
Taimur peninsula, the dreariest, most 
desolate and least known part of the 
Siberian coast. Of course, he might 
have been blown there against his will; 
but in oper sea, if you should lose 
sight of asmall boat 50 miles off Sandy 
Hook, with a gale blowing 
on shore, you would hardly expect 
to find that boat on the coast of South 
Carolina; but this perhaps is not the 
worst of the story’s improbabilities. 
The artist is said to have discovered 
Lieutenant Chipp’s party on the coast 
of Khatanga. He went there, accor. 
ding to his letter, for the purpose of 
finding a brother-in-law exiled to the 
Szerma mines. I donot think there 
is a mine or Russian settlement of any 
kind within 400 miles of Khatanga 
Gulf in any direction. The nearest 
inhabited places are Yesaisk and 
Khatangsk, both 400 miles inland. A 
few Samoyades wander in the Sum- 
mer over the Toondra, which lies 
along the Arctic ocean in that vicinity, 
but in Winter even they retire to the 
interior and leave the whole region un- 
inhabited} The mouth of Kbatanga 
Gulf lies in latitude 75—almost as far 
north as the Winter quarters of Dr. 
Kane, and it could be reached at the 
season when West says he went there 
only by a well equipped Artic ex di- 
tion. The letter telegraphed from 
Boston, besides being suspiciously 
vague in its geographical details, is 
full of absurdities and inaccuracies. 
The presence of a man in the north 
cannot be detected at @ distance of 
half a mile or so by a peculiar “ strong 
odor.” Neither do men at the north 
inhabit cairns. The Chookchees, of 
whom West is represented as being 
afraid, do not live within 800 miles of 
Khatanga Gulf, and it is next to im- 
possible that a traveller in tuat region 
should even learn their name. All 
details of findiig the supposed surviv- 
ors of the second cutter strike me as 
simply preposterous. According to 
the alleged record found in the Bible 
supposed to belong to Kuchne, one at 
least of the crew lived until the 2d of 
March, 1882. In other words, an in- 
experienced sailor thrown on the un- 
inhabited Taimur peniusuls in latitude 
75, without food, proper clothing or 
shelter, lived through an entire Arctic 
Winter, in the course of which the 
suo is continuously below the horizon 
for nearly 100 days. If Capt. DeLong’s 
party could not keep themselves alive 
longer than a month-in the Lena delta 
at the beginning of Autumn, it is 
hardly reasonable to suppose that any 
one of Lieutenant Chipp’s crew lived 
through the Winter six months on a 
still more barren coast and at a point 
two or three degrees farther north. 
Finally, if the story in this letter con- 
tained any foundatien in fact, the 
finding of the men, through the regu- 
lar Russian channels of communica- 
tion, and the loss of the Jeannette 
would have been known months be- 
fore in every Russian settlement in 
northern Siberia. It bodies of white 
men had been found on the Gulf of 
Khatanga last Spring, as represented 
by this letter, the Russian authorities 
at Yenisoyisk would have been in- 
formed of the fact before midsummer, 
and we should have had news prompt- 
ly by telegraph. Neither Secretary 
Frelinghuysen nor Chandler have re- 
ceived information with regard to the 
alleged finding of the bodies of the 
Jeannette’s 2nd cutter.

BAKING SODA. 


A Furnace Put up at Ragtown for 
Huarrying up the Precess of 
Solidifying Salt. 

The soda at Soda Lake, three miles 
east of Ragtown, Churchill county, is 
very hard and crystalizes differently 


from most of the soda in Nevada, It 
is very pure, but the solar heat is not 
great enough to reduce it. Griswold 
& Epperson have found that by heat- 
ing it to 500 degrees the quality is 
improved, but the quantity lessened 
by loss of water and excess of carbonic 
acid. They have just finished a rever- 
beratory furnace with a hearth of iron 
plates, under which are two side flues 
and a center return flue to the stack. 
By this arrangement the heated pro- 
ducts of combustion are brought in 
contact with three times the length 
of the hearth which is 21 feet, thus 
obtaining great economy in fuel, Its 
capacity is three tons per charge and 
it is expected that three hours will 
dry acharge. They have 400 tons on 
the shore of the lake and will be sbip- 
ing to San Francisco as soon as the 
uruace dries. Captain Moger of Reno 
was the builder of the furnace, and it 
is unnecessary to say it is a fine job. 
It was built under the supervision of 
W. D. Linton of Wadswortb, who made 
the plans. There are two lakes a 
quarter of a mile apart, but they are 
eatirely different. The one where the 
furnace is is three-quarters of a mile 
across and is estimated to contain 
500,000 tons of soda. The other is 
about 700 feet across, and though it 
has been worked for 19 years there is 
no Visible reduction. It contains some 
very beautiful crystalizations.

HEAVY TIMBER. 

The Possessions of Nevada Capi- 
italists im the California Ked- 
Woods. 

Jobn M. Graham, formerly of the 

Central Pacific Engineering Depart- 

ment, is at work locating a railroad to 


run from Humboldt Bay in northern 
California back into the country 20 
miles to open up a body of timber 
owned by A. A. Curtis of Austin, 
D. A. Bender uf Carson, John A. Pax- 
ton of San Francisco, and others. Mr. 
Rigby, formerly of Carson, is one of 
the partoers and is superintending the 
building of the mills aud works. The 
logging will be done by railroads and 
the mills will be built at the edge of 
the timber. They own 7,000 acres 
of the finest timber land in that 
country. They have trees over 400 
feet high and over 50 feet in circum- 
ference. They are so large no saw 
can be made to cut them. They are 
aplitin two by blasting and cut into 
blocks afoot square with an up and 
down saw, and then cut up into lum- 
ber wiih an ordinary circular saw. 
Their land is first-class for agriculture 
after the timber is off. It is a terrible 
job to get rid of the stumps, however. 
The usual custom is to bore into the 
stumps, fill the holes with kerosene 
oil and saltpetre and then plug up the 
holes. In a couple of years the oil 
soaks through the roots and they are 
burned out.
